$3.8 million.
SENATOR HILGERT: Okay.

SENATOR BROWN: Under...on this bill, it is $3.8 million_ in
operations funds. There is another $ million in capital
construction that...for the construction of this facility. So
it"s the combination of the $3.8 million, which is in the second
year of _the biennium. There iIs $700,000 in the first year of
the biennium and then the $ million. And so we"re just
dividing it equally over the two-year biennium.

SENATOR HILGERT: Okay.

SENATOR  BROWN: It would be about $5 million each year that
would go into a fund that would be established to...for a
facilities master plan and for the renovation of facilities at
Kearney and Geneva.
